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High Street 
Experiment’ 
in New Year 


CHANGES to the traffic flow 
designed to keep vehicles out of 
Haverhill High Street will be put 
in place early next year. 

Town and county councillors are 
backing the Experimental Traffic 
Regulation Order, but have 
expressed concerns that the plans 
will force a heavy traffic flow into 
residential areas. 

Part of Camps Road is going to be 
changed into a one-way road, 
heading westbound, and part of 
Mill Road will be changed from 
one way northbound to one way 
southbound. 

A loading bay on Mill Road is also 
going be moved 7m south of its 
current position, and one of the 
street’s disabled bays will be relo¬ 
cated to Camps Road. 

Other areas affected include 
Swan Lane, Recreation Road and 
Helions Park Avenue. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, policing 
commander for Haverhill, said: 
“The Experimental Traffic Order 
in Camps Road has the full sup¬ 
port of Suffolk Constabulary. 

“We have been consulted at regu- 
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lar stages by Suffolk County 
Council, and have also been on 
site visits with them at Camps 
Road. 

“Although it may prove to be 
unpopular with some people, the 
original idea came from the Town 
Council and is intended to be a 
first step at cutting illegal use of 
the High Street and also illegal 
parking. 

“I support the experiment and 
am grateful that the town and 
county councils have worked 
together to try and bring a partial

solution to the long running saga 
of illegal use of the High Street.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, said the 
public have repeatedly identified 
this as a “top priority for policing 
in Haverhill over the last two years 
at Safer Neighbourhoods meet¬ 
ings”. 

The order is expected to reduce 
traffic on the High Street by 60 per 
cent. 

County councillors for Haverhill 
Anne Gower and Tony Brown, 
town councillor Gary Stroud and 
Deputy Mayor of Haverhill Cllr 
Maureen Byrne have all voiced 
worries about the effect the order 
will have on other traffic in the 
town, but have hailed it as a step in 
the right direction and offered 
their support to the plan. 

Cllr Byrne said: “I do have con¬ 
cerns, but I think we have got to try 
it and see what effect it has. It will 
probably work, but will it then cre¬ 
ate another monster elsewhere?” 

Cllr Stroud said: “There is always a

Town’s millionaire 
couple to divorce 


A COUPLE who scooped the 
second biggest lottery prize 
ever have announced they are 
getting a divorce. 

Adrian and Gillian Bayford, 
of Haverhill, took home £148 
million after their EuroMillions 
win in August 2012. 

A statement released on 
behalf of Mrs Bayford 
yesterday said: “Gillian 
Bayford confirms that her 
marriage to Adrian has 
broken down irretrievably and 
they have separated. 

“Gillian requests that the 
media respect her and her 
children’s privacy and that of 
their wider family at this time. 

“Gillian will be giving no 
further comment about this 
matter either now or in the 
future.” 

Mr Bayford has reportedly 
moved out of the family home, 
a £6 million Georgian 
mansion, and moved a 
10-minute drive away to a 
£500,000 house, with a built- 
in leisure complex. 

He denied rumours that an 


affair ended their marriage. 

He said: “Look, me and 
Gillian are getting along fine. 
We have separated now but 
we get on fine. 

“We have kids and we still 
get along and talk to each 
other. We’re all happy now 
and life goes on.” 

At the time of their win, Mr 
Bayford owned and ran a 
music shop on Queen Street, 
Haverhill, but it closed in 
December 2012. 

Mrs Bayford worked as a 
healthcare assistant at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

After the win, Mrs Bayford 
bought a children’s play 
centre in the town “to bring 
some fun back to Haverhill”. 

But Rascals Playbarn, which 
opened in May this year, was 
forced to close in July after 
Mrs Bayford reportedly had 
“too many commitments to 
give it the time it needs”. 

It has been taken over by 
mum-of-one Toni Simpkin, 
and now runs under the name 
Simmo’s Playzone. 


Bus service from city is 
leaving us out in the cold 


Saving 
starts for 
county 
council 

PROPOSALS to make savings 
in the county council’s budget 
are being discussed today. 

Suffolk County Council 
needs to save £156 million 
over four years - the 
equivalent of 30 per cent of 
the current annual budget, 
excluding schools. 

For 2014/15 they need to 
save around £38.6 million 
alone. 

More than 20 separate 
proposals to make the 
required savings have been 
made. 

The main ones include 
reviewing Children’s Centre 
provision - which could save 
an estimated £1.5 million 
alone - and cutting the 
council’s contingency budget, 
which could save £4 million. 

Bringing ICT, HR, finance 
and public access services 
back in house, to save around 
£9 million, is also up for 
discussion. 

The final budget decision 
will be made in February next 
year. 

Cllr James Finch, chairman 
for the county council’s 
Scrutiny Committee, said: 
“The role of the scrutiny 
committee is to hold the 
county council to account for 
its decisions. 

“It is only right that we take 
the time to go over the details 
of these proposals to ensure 
that what is suggested best 
serves the people of Suffolk.” 
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A MAN who travels 
between Haverhill and 
Cambridge by bus is angry 
that he keeps being left out 
in the cold. 

Tim Syer, who lives in 
Haverhill and works in 
London, uses the 
Stagecoach route X13 every 
weekday - but is often left 
standing when it doesn’t 
turn up. 

Mr Syer, of Barlow Place, 
says he is only one of a 
dozen or more passengers 
disatisfied with the service. 

“I’m epileptic, so I can’t 
drive”, said Mr Syer, 46. 

“Unless I get a cab, the bus 
is the only way for me to get 
to the station.” 

The 46-year-old lodged an 
initial complaint with 
Stagecoach Cambridge on 
October 10, and since then 
the service has “only got 
worse”. 

A timetable change came 
into force on November 3 to 
give bus drivers ten more

minutes to get from 
Haverhill to Cambridge, 
but Mr Syer says even since 
then the bus still hasn’t 
shown up. 

He said: “Two nights last 
week the 6pm X13 bus from 
Cambridge just didn’t turn 
up. One of the drivers told 
me they just weren’t given 
enough time to get from 
Haverhill to Drummer 
Street, and back again. He 
said they don’t have enough 
time to stay on timetable.” 

The X13 service, which 
makes a few stops in Linton 
High Street and then 


Addenbrooke’s, is given 
approximately 38 minutes 
to get from the stop oppo¬ 
site Sainsbury’s in Haverhill 
to Cambridge’s bus sta¬ 
tion. 

The 13, which 
also stops in 
Kedington and 
Linton, is time¬ 
tabled to take 
almost an hour 
and a half from 
Dalham Place, 

Haverhill to 
Drummer Street. 

There have also 
been problems with 



the 13A route. 

Mr Syer said: “I know 
there are a lot of people 
who have complained - we 
have heard from Stagecoach 
that they recognise the 
problem and are going to 
do something about it but 
they’ve told us that before.” 

Andy Campbell, 

Managing Director for 
Stagecoach East, blamed 
roadworks in the centre of 
Cambridge for the prob¬ 
lems. 

He said: “The particular 
journey in question has 
suffered some delays. The 
duty was altered in 
November to correct 
this. Unfortunately 
since then there 
has been road¬ 
works at the 
junction of Hills 
Road and 
Cherry Hinton 
Road. When 
these works are 
complete the 
reliability should 
improve to the 
standard expected.”

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Now a buyer is wanted 
to restore old cottages 


HISTORIC cottages could be restored 
to their former glory - if a buyer 
enters a bid in time. 

Two clay lump cottages, on 85 and 
87 High Street, Haverhill, were 
recently saved from demolition to 
make way for flats. 

Now, Havebury Housing 
Partnership is urging interested par¬ 
ties to come forward and buy the cot¬ 
tages in order to restore them. 

The housing provider expressed an 
interest in retaining “heritage fea¬ 
tures” of the cottages in the proposed 
flats, but said they would not be able 
to restore them because the cost is 
too high. Havebury revealed that 
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they would be willing to sell the cot¬ 
tages or the whole site on to keep the 
houses as part of the town’s history. 

Karen Mayhew, Chief Executive at 
Havebury, said: “Havebury is com¬ 
mitted to providing much needed 
affordable homes and purchased the 
cottages to redevelop the site by 
building six new homes to comple¬ 
ment its existing office and flats in 
Haverhill High Street. 

“As part of the planning process a 
structural survey of the existing cot¬ 
tages indicated that they are in very 
poor condition and cannot be 


repaired at reasonable cost to convert 
into affordable homes. 

“However in response to concerns 
relating to the loss of these cottages, 
Havebury has offered the opportuni¬ 
ty to both Haverhill Town Council 
and St Edmundsbury Borough • • * 
Council to acquire the cot¬ 
tages for the community.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, • 
explained that the town • 
council cannot afford to • 
take on the cottages as * 
they are currently trying • 
to carry out the work of 
Haverhill’s community 
budget. 


The town council is securing a lease 
on the old magistrates’ court and 
police station to transform into a 
youth hub. 

He said: “The town council does

Homeless 

strategy 

welcomed 


A STRICT new policy has been 
put in place for dealing with 
homeless people after a Polish 
man was left sleeping in an allot¬ 
ment for five months. 

The allotment, on Duddery Hill, 
Haverhill, also became home to a 
Portugese national who had 
nowhere else to go. 

PCSO Lorna Chapman led the 
effort to get the men off the 
streets, but had little success in 
communicating with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

Now, Haverhill has been given 
its own dedicated housing officer 
to be the direct contact for any 
further issues. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: 
“It’s something we’ve never had 
before - she will be the first port of 
call for any problems involving 
someone who finds themselves 
homeless.” 

The housing officer will be 
based at Haverhill’s borough 
council office, on Lower Downs 
Slade, every Tuesday and 
Thursday. An officer specifically 
for homeless people has also been 
appointed. 

Cllr Anne Gower, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
Cabinet member for Housing, 
said the re-structure had given 
housing and homeless officers 
specific areas to cover, so they can 
“take a more proactive approach 
in helping residents with their

housing problems”. 

Mr Austin said: “It’s a very posi¬ 
tive outcome from a very disap¬ 
pointing set of circumstances.” 

PCSO Chapman has hailed the 
change as “the best thing to come 
out of this situation”. 

She said: “It was difficult to fig¬ 
ure out what we were meant to do 
first, or who we were meant to go 
to - but at least I now know what 
to do ... and we know the council 
can help when we have a home¬ 
less person on our hands”. 

The two men who were living in 
the allotments were put into acco¬ 
modation shortly after the sheds 
they slept in were damaged by 
vandals. 

Wisdom Toothbrushes, who 
own the allotments, pledged to 
clear the area to get rid of its bad 
reputation and deter further 
crime. 

The sheds have been flattened 
and overgrown brambles and 
bushes will be cut back to make 
the area more visible to police and 
residents living nearby.

I ONA Barclay is the epitome 
of a doting new mum. 
Cradling her beautiful 
daughter Zarah in her arms 
and showering her with kisses, 
the 28-year-old from Kentford, 
near Newmarket, glows with 
health and happiness. It’s quite 
remarkable to think that, just 
a short time ago, a near-fatal 
car crash had left the vivacious 
lady sitting in front of me with 
no memory, and unable to walk 
or talk. 

In those darkest of days, Iona 
- who is the niece by marriage 
of Andrew Lloyd-Webber - 
feared she would never recover, 
let alone be able to start a 
family, but the 28-year-old has 
defied the odds to do both. 

“I’ve always been a ‘get up 
and get on with it’ kind of girl, 
and although at times I didn’t 
think I was going anywhere, 
you just have to keep trying. 

“If you put your mind to it, 
you will always get there in the 
end,” she smiles. 

Iona’s story began in 2006 
when she was getting set to 
embark on a trip of a lifetime 
with some of her closest 
friends. 

Fresh out of university, 
and eager to see the world, 
the talented horsewoman 
had signed up to the Student 
Gumball Rally - a 1,500-mile 
road adventure from the UK to 
Eastern Europe. 

But what was meant to be 
a dream trip turned into a 
nightmare for Iona when the 
car she was travelling in was 
involved in a horrific crash in 
Croatia. They were just hours 


A devastating car crash left Iona Barclay on the 
brink of death and facing an uncertain future. 
But, seven years later, the 28-year-old has made 
a remarkable recovery, and is more determined 
than ever to make every day count. Here, she 
talks to Lydia Fallon 


from the finish. 

Although she doesn’t recall 
anything about the crash, Iona 
was later told the car was hit by 
oncoming traffic and she took 
the full force of the impact. 

She broke her jaw, 
cheekbone and hip, and 
sustained a life-threatening 
head injury, spending two 
months in a coma. 

“I was the only one who was 
properly injured,” she explains. 
“When the driver got out of the 
car and saw what happened 
to me apparently she fainted 
because of the state I was in 
-1 was really in quite a messy 
state at the time. 

“I think the wheel of the car 
actually went across my pelvis 
and ripped the roof of our 
vehicle.” 

Critically-injured, Iona was 
rushed to a hospital in the 
Croatian capital Zagreb, and it 
was there she spent more than 
eight weeks in a coma. 

“It was too dangerous to fly 
me home; they knew it would 
kill me if they did. 

“My parents flew out as soon 
as they found out, they didn’t 
even pack, they just got in the 
car and drove to the airport,” 
Iona says. 

“It was really devastating 


for them. I was in a different 
country, they couldn’t get to 
me and the hospital couldn’t 
even tell them if I was going to 
survive or not; they would just 
say ‘If she’s lucky’. 

“They believed I had a 1 per 
cent chance of survival which 
was terrifying for my family.” 

The odds were well and 
truly stacked against her, but 
miraculously Iona did wake 
up and was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital to 
begin yet another battle; to 
learn to walk and talk again. 

It was an incredibly tough 
few months, but Iona has a 
steely determination running 
through her, and there was 
never any question she 
wouldn’t succeed. 

“It was really hard work but if 
I want something I get it, end of 
story. I just tried to stay positive 
and had the attitude whatever 
happens, happens. 

“However rubbish it looked 
- and at times it did look pretty 
rubbish - and even if it’s a real 
hard slog, you just have to keep 
working.” 

Did she ever let herself think 
‘Why me?’ “At times you feel 
like that but it has to pass 
because there are never any 
answers.

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“Life can be really hard but 
there are always people worse 
off than you in the world,” 
Iona says. 

“I’ve never been the kind of 
person to have regrets,” she 
adds. “When stuff happens 
you get up, shake yourself off 
and get on with it. There’s no 
point sitting there moaning 
‘Why did this happen to me?’ 
That’s not going to change it.” 

Her unwavering 
positivity seemed to 
pay off. Slowly but 
surely Iona started 
to make steady 
progress and she 
was eventually 
allowed to continue 
her recovery at 
home with her family. 

How did it feel when 
she could finally leave the 
hospital? “It was such a relief,” 
she smiles. “But the only thing 
was it meant I had to get back 
in a car for the first time since 
the accident. 

“I started being violently 
sick and doctors said it was 
subconscious fear. I didn’t 
have any actual recollection 
of the crash but my body still 
did.” 

And there were many more 
obstacles Iona had to face as 
she tried to get her life back 
on track. 

Unable to remember 
anything from the previous 
two years - “It felt like I fell 
asleep in 2005 and woke up in 
2007,” she says - Iona had to 


retrain, get to know the many 
friends she’d forgotten all 
over again, and perhaps most 
devastating of all, deal with 
the news that she may have 
to give up horse riding, one of 
her biggest passions. 

Luckily, a certain someone 
was there to help her through. 
“I’d been friends with Zahoor 
a long time; we met at a 
stables where we were 
both working,” says 
Iona. 

“We started 
a relationship 
about four 
years after the 
crash when I 
moved back 
to Newmarket, 
and he has been 
amazing. 

‘I didn’t remember 
Newmarket when I moved 
back there, and I didn’t really 
remember any of the people. 

“But Zahoor was amazing 
with me; he was really 
supportive and helpful. 

When I was like ‘Oh my God,’ 
he would just tell me that 
everything was going to be 
OK.” 

Zahoor - who is a work 
rider for John Gosden - and 
Iona are now engaged and 
proud parents to Zarah, a 
daughter the couple never 
thought they would be able 
to have. 

“The doctors told me I 
would struggle to conceive, 
and might not even be able 


to hold a baby. But you know 
what? I’ve done it,” Iona 
smiles, squeezing Zarah’s 
hand. 

“I wasn’t sure if I would be 
able to have a natural birth 
with her - we didn’t know if 
my heart would be able to 
cope because my body has 
taken a fair old battering - but 
I did.” 

She adds: “Before the crash 
I hadn’t really been in to 
having kids, but since then I 
just really wanted to kind of 
give something back; I know I 
can give everything to her.” 

Now fully recovered, 

I wonder what advice 
Iona would give to others 
recovering from a brain 
injury? 

“I would say take the advice 
of your family. My family have 
been amazing and really stuck 
by me. 

“At times I thought they 
were wrong and that I knew 
better, but sometimes you 
have to take a step back, think 
OK I had a bump, but they 
had to sit through it all which 
must have been living hell for 
them. 

“I’ll never stop being sorry 
that my family had to go 
through that.” 

Iona adds: “And never 
stop trying because it nearly 
always comes good in the 
end. I have a beautiful 
daughter and an amazing 
husband-to-be. I’m very, very 
lucky.”

‘Don’t make it easy for thieves’ 


A CHILD “burglar” is the face 
of a new countywide 
campaign to encourage 
homeowners to stay safe. 

Suffolk Police are focusing 
on burglary prevention by 
highlighting how easy it is for 
opportunist offenders to break 


in to someone’s home. 

“Don’t make burglary child’s 
play for criminals” is the 
message of a new film that 
aims to get residents to think 
about home security. 

It shows an unsecure home, 
with keys left in sight, doors 


unlocked and windows open, 
and a child “burglar” taking 
the chance to steal valuable 
items inside. 

Police advise reviewing your 
home security by trying to 
look at it through a burglar’s 
eyes. 


AN INDEPENDENT school 
for young men with special 
educational needs has had 
its safeguarding measures 
criticised. 

Broadlands Hall School, 
on Haverhill Road, Little 
Wratting, is currently being 
investigated by police after 
one allegation of common 
assault was made. 

The school, which is run 
under the same adminis¬ 
tration as Barnardiston 
Hall, near Haverhill, also 
had an emergency inspec¬ 
tion into their safeguard¬ 
ing procedures for stu¬ 
dents, who suffer from 
behavioural, emotional or 
social difficulties and 
autism. 

Ofsted carried out the 
inspection without warn¬ 
ing on October 3, and ruled 
that staff at the school 
“have not taken all of the 
required actions to keep 
students safe” and that it 
requires improvement. 

There are currently 17 
students on roll at the 
school aged between 11 
and 19 and they all reside 
in the attached children’s 
homes.

The inspection report, by 
Heather Yaxley, said: “Staff 
do not share a common 
understanding of what it 
means to minimise risk of 
harm or apply procedures 
consistently when report¬ 
ing concerns.” 

Staff have all had online 
training for child protec¬ 
tion awareness, but 
Ofsted’s report ruled that 
this is not enough to pro¬ 
tect these particular stu¬ 
dents. 

It also said that policies 
relating to welfare, health 
and safety needed to be 
updated to reflect current 
practice. Adjustments have 
since been made by the 
school to meet require¬ 
ments. 

Lynne Proudlock, head¬ 
mistress, said: “Broadlands 
Hall School attaches the 
utmost importance to the 
safeguarding of children. It 
is for this reason that we 
recently referred an allega¬ 
tion to the necessary 
authorities and this is now 
being looked at.”

It was very much the quality of 
the script written by TV comedy 
stalwarts Dan Patterson and Colin 
Swash that clinched it for Ben 
when he was approached 
to play the central role of 
Robert Houston MP. 

"The piece was so 
funny and the timing so 
perfect that I had to do 
it,” says Ben. 

The Duck House, as 
the title suggests, takes 
us back to that fateful 
night in 2009 when the 
MPs' expenses scandal 
first broke. Robert 
Houston, the character 
played by Ben, is ostensibly a 
Labour MP who, fearful of being turfed out by 
the voters at the impending General Election, 
has opted to defect to the Conservatives. The 
Tory high command has therefore decided to 
send one of the party grandees to see if Robert 


is "squeaky clean". 

There is nothing in Ben's background to 
suggest that this son of academic parents 
would decide to make his living as an actor and 
comedian, although Ben remembers the Miller 
household as being full of jokes and laughter 
and even when the Millers get together 
today much hilarity ensues. Yet Ben showed 
remarkable strength of character when going 
up to Cambridge to read Natural Sciences. 
Rather than heading straight for the Footlights, 
Ben devoted the three years of his degree 
course to hard study with a devotion to his 
academic work unusual in a future performer. 

"Science is, and remains, a big passion of 
mine,” Ben points out. "For those three years, 

I was totally focused on the subject. I had to 
get the sciences out of my system and, besides, 
I was very interested in what was happening 
in physics at the time. I don't feel in any way 
divided between comedy and science. For me, 
they are two sides of the same coin. Without 
wishing to sound pretentious or pseudy, I 
honestly believe that both comedy and science 
share a sceptical attitude to the world. They 
both want to find out what is real and they 
both want to cut things down to size.”

CLASSICAL BRIT Award-winning violinist Chloe 
Hanslip will appear with the Czech National 
Symphony Orchestra as part of the Cambridge 
News -backed Cambridge Classical Concert 
Series. Andrew Burton spoke to her to find out 
more... 

What inspired you to play the violin? 

I started to play the violin when I was two. I'm 
the youngest of four and the next one in the 
family was studying piano at the Academy in 
London and she was practicing five or six hours 
every day. As soon as I could walk, I would go 
and stand at the piano and pick out the notes 
of the pieces she was playing. My parents 
decided they didn't want another pianist in the 
house so they gave me a violin and took me to 
Suzuki violin lessons which I loved. I've never 
looked back! 

What have been your most important 
influences? 

Professor Zakhar Bron, with whom I studied 
for 10 years in Germany and wherever he 
happened to be; he was very nomadic. All of 
his students used to travel around the world. 

He is a massive influence on my playing. Also, 
Ida Haendel who is a phenomenal violinist. 
She's around 80-years-old but plays with 
such youthfulness and joy. She has incredible 
musicality and is a truly wonderful person as 
well. 

What do you hope Cambridge audiences will 
feel when they hear you playing Bruch’s Violin 
Concerto No. I? 

I really hope audience members get totally 
lost in the music, forget their daily troubles 
and come on a musical journey with me. It's 



I was performing with the Tonkunstler 
Orchestra in Vienna with Mihail Jurovski. I 
was playing Britten's Violin Concerto and 
about two pages from the end I suddenly 
heard this massive crack. I had no idea what 
had happened but I was aware that the violin 
wasn't making any sound. I flung my violin at 
the lead violinist, grabbed his violin, carried on 
playing, looked down and saw the bridge of my 
violin lying on the stage! 

Tell us about your violin. 

It's a Guarneri del Gesu violin which was 
made in 1737 in Cremona. It's just the most 
extraordinary instrument. It gives me so many 
possibilities in terms of tone and colour. Even 
when playing quietly, it has the ability to carry 
the sound right to the back of the hall. I'm 
incredibly fortunate to have it; I absolutely love 
it. 

What has been the high point of your career 
so far? 

Recording with the London Symphony 
Orchestra when I was 13 and performing in 
the Proms for the very first time when I was 
14 were two amazing points in my life and in 
my career but also playing for Yehudi Menuhin 
when I was five. 

If you could transport yourself back in time to 
the premiere of any piece of classical music, 
which would it be? 

The Brahms Violin Concerto on January 1st 
1879 in Leipzig. It is now one of the mainstays 
of the violin repertoire with its luscious 
melodies, inherent musical depth and the 
dancing vivacity of the last movement, but one 
critic at the time declared it to be 'a concerto 
against the violin rather than for it'!

got everything you could possibly want in a 
concerto. It has all the virtuosic elements you'd 
expect but it's also got the most emotional 
second movement; it's absolutely glorious. 

What would you say to anyone who has never 
been to an orchestral concert and isn’t sure 
what to expect? 

I've worked with the Czech National 
Symphony Orchestra before and they really 
are fantastic musicians. Also, Petr Altrichter 
who is conducting this concert is absolutely 
phenomenal to work with so I think it's going 
to be a very exciting concert. So I'd say just 
come along, try it out and enjoy it. 

Do you have any particularly amusing anecdotes 
from your career?

THE HUNGER GAMES: 
CATCHING FIRE 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 

BUILDING on the robust 
foundations of last year's 
opening salvo, Catching Fire 
is a lean and muscular sequel 
which strikes a pleasing 
balance between brawn and 
brains. 

Director and scriptwriters 
Michael Arndt and Simon 
Beaufoy aren't in a hurry to 
bludgeon us with bloodshed 
and savagery. Instead they 
invest precious time in 
developing sinewy emotional 
bonds between characters 
and light the fuse on civil 
unrest that will explode in the 
concluding chapter. 

The film opens with resilient 
heroine Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence) back in 
District 12, hunting alongside 
her beau, Gale Hawthorne 
(Liam Hemsworth). They 
steal a kiss in secret before 
Katniss returns to the Victors' 
Village to continue her 
fake romance with Peeta 
Mellark (Josh Hutcherson) 
for the cameras. President 
Snow (Donald Sutherland) is 
waiting for her. 

"I think we'll make this 
whole situation a lot simpler 
by agreeing not to lie to each 


other,'' growls Snow, who 
threatens Gale's life if Katniss 
steps out of line. 

Flanked by booze-sodden 
mentor Haymitch Abernathy 
(Woody Harrelson) and 
sartorially daring escort Effie 
Trinket (Elizabeth Banks), 
Katniss and Peeta tour the 
districts, scenting rebellion in 
the air. 

Meanwhile, Snow recruits a 
new Games creator, Plutarch 
Heavensbee (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman), to stage a special 
anniversary tournament 
known as the Quarter Quell, 
which will pit the darlings 
of District 12 against former 
winners in the ultimate duel 
of death. 

In the arena, Katniss and 
Peeta risk everything once 
again to keep each other 
alive, forging alliances with 
cocksure Finnick Odair 
(Sam Claflin) and his elderly 
mentor Mags (Lynn Cohen), 
quixotic duo Beetee (Jeffrey 
Wright) and Wiress (Amanda 


Plummer) and rabble-rousing 
loose cannon Johanna Mason 
(Jena Malone). 

Running six minutes longer 
that the first film, Catching 
Fire whets the appetite for a 
devastating final stand. The 
script turns up the heat on 
the central love triangle to a 
brisk simmer, while Lawrence 
and Hutcherson expertly 
navigate their characters' 
conflicting emotions, 

With an extra $50m in the 
sequel's budget, production 
design doesn't disappoint 
and costume designer Trish 
Summerville pulls out the 
stops for Effie's wacky 
wardrobe, including a dress 
festooned with monarch 
butterflies. 

Most of the violence in the 
arena takes place off screen 
but as the cliffhanger ending 
of the sequel makes clear, 
before every storm there is 
a lull.

Greygoose: 
No excuse 
for lapses 


DEAN Greygoose was left frustrated 
by disciplinary problems and a lack 
of a cutting edge up front as 
Haverhill Rovers slipped to a 1-0 
defeat away to Felixstowe & Walton 
in the Thurlow Nunn League, 
Premier Division last Saturday. 

Brothers Marc and Paul Abbott 
were both dismissed within minutes 
of each other as Haverhill finished 
the game with nine men. 

“I’ve got no excuses,” said Rovers 
boss Greygoose, who also had Luke 
Parkinson sent off the previous 
week. “Our discipline is something 
we talk about and we have improved 
a lot from last season. 

“The referee spoke to me 
afterwards and I can see both 
incidents from his point of view.” 

Goalkeeper Jamie Greygoose made 
a string of fine saves to deny 
Felixstowe, although he was 
eventually beaten 15 minutes from 
time when home captain Ben 
Cranfield took advantage of some 
defensive slips before poking home 
from close range. 

Stuart Kingham hit the post with a 
header five minutes later, but 
Haverhill could not force their way 
back into the game. 

The Abbotts were sent off late in 
the game after being shown straight 
red cards for different incidents, 
which thwarted any hopes the 
visitors had of taking anything from 
the match. 


The result leaves Rovers fifth in the 
Premier Division and four points 
behind second-placed Gorleston. 

This weekend sees them face 
another of the sides around them 
when they host Mildenhall. The 
sides are both on 30 points, with 
Mildenhall above Haverhill on goal 
difference. 

As well as hoping to avoid any more 
red cards, Greygoose is also keen to 
see his team get back to the sort of 
form they had shown in the previous 
weeks. 

“One disappointing thing for me 
was our attacking play,” he said. 

“We didn’t pass the ball as well as 
we have done on a good surface and 
we weren’t as exciting as we have 
been.” 

Greygoose also revealed the club 
have applied for promotion this 
season in the hope that they can 
mount a sustained challenge. 

“We’ve got to make sure we’re in 
the mix,” he added. 

“The club applied last year as well, 
but I was brought in to get us 
promotion in three years. 

“It will be great if we do it this year, 
but the main thing is to keep 
improving. 

“I’ve always been an ambitious 
player, coach and manager and 
nothing has changed. I still want to 
push the club on and that’s what 
everyone behind the scenes here 
wants.”

Borough down Cornard to clinch place 
in county cup last eight for first time 


HAVERHILL Borough are through to 
the quarter-finals of the Suffolk 
Senior Cup for the first time in 
their history after winning 3-1 at 
home to Cornard. 

Borough fell behind, but Gavin 
Taylor and Aaron Forshaw had 
them in front at the break. Callum 
Harrison sealed the win 10 minutes 
from time. 

“We weren’t at our best, but it 
was good enough to put us into the 
quarter-finals,” said manager Ben 
Cowling. 

Cornard started the better of the 
two teams, with Borough 
goalkeeper Anthony Choat forced 
into a number of early saves, and 
opened the scoring in the 16th 
minute when a cross from Steve 
Willis was headed in by Cameron 
Ward. 


As the half-hour mark 
approached, Ryan Kent skipped 
through the visitors defence before 
bringing a fine save from the 
keeper, and from the corner, Kent’s 
cross was headed in by Gavin 
Taylor at the near post. 

Within five minutes Borough took 
the lead following a sublime piece 
of skill from Forshaw. He collected 
the ball behind left-back Stuart 
Bryant, brought the ball back 
inside, depositing the defender on 
his backside, and then slipped the 
ball past the keeper to give the 
hosts the lead. 

With 10 minutes left in the game 
a pass from Forshaw found 
Harrison on the edge of the 
Cornard penalty area, and his 
powerful shot beat the keeper low 
down on his right-hand side.
